high time that we had a departure 
something like this: Hnact a law providing 
a Board of Commissioners for each Congres 
sional district, this shall have 
full power in the execution of all laws rela 
tive to the manufacture and sale of intoxicat 
ing liquors. Every person 
sell liquor shall appear before this board and 
give bonds to pay all damages, directly 
or indirectly caused by the use of liquor of 
any kind, in his district. Any person who 
shall be found selling liquor in violation of 
this law shall be sent to State's Prison at 
once—the commissioners being judges and 
jurors, and from their decision there shall 
be no appeal. All laws conflicting with the 
above should be repealed, All complainants 
for damages would appear before this board, 
with the assurance of having justice don 
them, and after all the evidence had been 
taken and verdict rendered accordingly, the 
comissioners would, if the verdict was in fa- 
vor of the complainant, assess damages, and 
collect and make over the same at once to 
the injured party. As every one is inclined 
to look after his own interests, this method 
would cause all who sell liquor to carefully 
watch his neighbors, to see that they com- 
mitted no act that might render him liable to 
become involved in any outlay that could 
possibly be avoided.

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"A WASHINGTON'S BIRTHDAY, 


| 


Thursday was the one hundred and forty- 
| fifth anniversary of the birth of Washington, 
of whom it was truly said by General Lee in 
his eulogy before Congress at the time of his 
death, ‘ He was first in war, first in peace, 
and first in the hearts of his countrymen.” 
Previous to his retirement from the office 
which he had honored and adorned for two 
successive terms, he addressed a letter to the 
people declining to be a candidate for a third 
term, in whieh he incorporated a great deal 
of sound advice, dased upon his knowledge 
of public affairs, of the weaknesses of human 
nature, and a high appreciation of the ideas 
and principles of the form of government, in 
the establishment of whieh he bore a most 
conspicuous part. That address has gone 
into history as “ Washington's farewell ad- 
dress ;" for although he survived its promul- 
wation for more than three years, it was in 
fact his last great legacy to the people. The 
address is replete with lessons of wisdom and 
patriotism, and though eighty years have 
elapsed since it was sent abroad to the peo- 


ple whom he so dearly loved, its words of 


warning and of counsel have lost 
their power and meaning; and those who de- 
sire to honor his memory can do so in no 
more appropriate manner than by a fresh pe- 
rusal, so as to be able to treasure them in 


their memories and make them the guide of 


their politital conduct. Coneerning the dan- 
| vers of sectional strife, he said :—* In con- 
templating the crises which may disturb our 
Union, it occurs as a matter 
cern that any ground should be furnished by 
characterizing parties by geographical dis- 
criminations—Norther and Southern, Atlan- 
tic and Western— whence designing men 
tay endeavor to excite a belief that there is’ 
a real difference of local interests and views.’ 
In regard to our political system, he re- 
j marked;— The basis of it is the right of 
| the people to make and alter their Constitu- 
lions and government. Butthe Constitution, 
which at any time exists, till changed by an 
explicit and authentic act of the whole peo- 
ple, is obligatory upon all. The

tablish government, presupposes the duty of 
every individual to obey the established goy- 
ernment. All obstructions to the execution 
of the laws, all combinations and associa- 
tions, under whatever plausible character, 
} with the real character to direct, control, 
counteract or awe the regular deliberations 
and action of the constituted authority, are 
destructive of this principle, and of fatal ten- 
dency. ‘Towards the preservation of your 
government, and the permancney of your 
present happy state, it is requisite, not only 
| that you steadily discountenance irregular 
| opposition to its acknowledged authority, but

also that you resist with care the spirit of 
innovation upon -its principles, however spe- 
cious the pretexts.” Let us cherish these

sions. The parlor strikes him as a cave of 


gloomy magnificence , kept not for comfort or 
use, but to gratify v anity and love of show. 
On rare occasions he may enjoy some fe ativ- 
ity there, for which no other place would be 
exactly fitted, but he soon forgets about that, 


and thinks really the sitting-room would do | 


as well for any social affair that the family 
needs to have. 

But the woman who has taste and delicate 
sensibilities, and who is anxious that her do- 
mestic establishment should appear well in 
the eyes of visitors, feels that the parlor is 
indispensible. She must spend her time at 
home. There are her labors and her cares; 
there for the most part her hours of rest and 
refreshment, She has no club to go to, no 
other home to which she can escape when 
the toil and worry of the day are over. She 
may do her best to keep her house neat and 
in good condition, but the rooins of common 
use will ret disordered, Children are inge- 


nious in the promiscuous distribution of 


playthings and derangement of furniture ; 
they are thoughtless of appearances, and 
cannot be made otherwise without being 
made unhappy. ‘The sitting-room is in con- 
stant use, and it is impossible to preserve in 
it the gloss of elegance. Curtains will yet 
worn, carpets faded and furpiture shabby ; 
and what with the children’s pranks and th 

housemaid’s carelessness, fine ornaments 
and objects of beauty are hardly safe in a 
common sitting-room. [t may be made easy 
and comfortable, and havea sort of barbaric 
splendor even; but the exacting taste and 
desire for freshness andneatness of the model 
lady of the house, demand something differ- 
ent from this. 

Is it a wonder that she would have the 
parlor kept sacred from every-day intrusion? 
That she would have one room in which a 
rich carpet may be preserved in its richness, 
in which curtains may always be fresh and 
furniture look like new, andin which pictures 
and ornaments will be safe from domestic 
vandals? It is a pardonable pride that leads 
her to desire such a room in which to re- 
ceive her guests, who might not always be 
sufliciently considerate and charitable 
toward the inevitable disorder of a common 
room. It is natural for her to desire some 
such elegant and tasteful retreat when she 
is wearied with the cares of the household 
and longs for rest and refreshment. — There 
she may get away for an hour from the fret 
and the worry and feel revived and renewed. 

And those State occasions, are they not 
worth while? The festivities of a Christ- 
mas eve, amid tasteful surroundings, and in 
a room Whose elegance, however unpretend- 
ing and inexpensive, is something different 
from the hackneyed and every-day common- 
place, may contribute large ly to the pleasant 
memories of a lifetime. Is it not well for 
the children to be admitted now and then to 
a room which will have the charm of novel- 
ty, and convey an impression of elegance 
and splendor? Will it not cultivate taste 
and develop the wsthetic instincts? — It 
seems, after all, when we consider the plea 
in defence of the parlor, that its right to ex- 
ist has been vindicated, and that it has its 
uses.

At a large desk in the middle of the room, 
the President receives his visitors. All who 
ure members of Congress or Cabinet Minis- 
ters come directly in trom the hall after giy- 
ing their names tu a messenger at the door, 
and every morning between ten and twelve 
the Senators and Representatives come ina 
steady stream, Mr. Hayes has a chair 
placed facing his, to which he motions each 
caller by turn, rising to shake hands with 
him as he advances, and then resuming his 
own seat. Sometimes when the conversa- 
tion is designed to be especially private, he 
gets up and takes his visitor aside into a win- 
dow alcove, and sometimes, but very rarely, 
he goes out with him into his retiring room 
adjoining. ‘The President seems to be per- 
fectly at home in his new position, and there 
is suid to be a frank and hearty courtesy in 
his manner. He talks with a freedom and 
ease which remind one of Abraham Lincoln, 
but he don’t tell funny stories, and las more 
dignity of bearing.
